When I spoke to you this morning, I was under the impression that the tradesman contract CFAC29) was open 
ended (meaning that you can add new contractors). However it is not, so new contractors cannot be added 
at this time. We'll handle your bill as an incidental purchase as described below in the e-mail from Leo 
Kopec. Payment will probably take a few weeks, let me know if there is a problem. 

If you are still interested in getting on this contract, the existing contract expires in December, 2008, 
and should come up for bid again in September or October. Some information about this contract (see 
contractor list with pricing) is in the attachments.

Cam, attached is the current file from the Trade sworker contr act (FAC29). B & B is not listed on this 
contract. B & B does however have a vendor codewhich implies that a state agency has done 
business with them in the past two years. There is wording in the Update that the contract is for 
maintenance and repair. It also mentions that the contract is not for new installations. The contract 
is limited to 10,000 per incident. 

If this contract is an open ended contract then it would be possible to have B & B added as one of the 
vendors. To verify this a phone call to Joseph Lydick the contract manager would need to be made. 

Also the vendor could be used if we treated this event as an incidental purchase which means we would be 
limited to a maximum encumbrance of 5,000 and we would not be using them again.
